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Explain the reason for opposition of the Catholic Church to Masonry. 
Masonry should rather be ~~ on to explain the reason for its opposition to the 
Catholic Church, Its official magazines even in this country, are so aggressively hostile 
that they often carry what is not true about the Church. 

Neither Catholics nor their Charch condemn the individual Mason, who is often a 
very good fellow, as well as friendly to the Church. Every priest has warm friends 
who are Masons, and whom he highly esteems, 

The ban which the Catholic Church has placed on the Masonic Order is only the 
ban it has placed on all oath-bound secret societies with a ritual, which usually become 
not only the member’s lodge, but his religion as well. In the middle of the last century 
Masonry was under the ban not only of the Catholic Church, whose membership was 
very small in this country, but of nine-tenthe of the American people; it is today under 
the ban of a number of religious denominations, 

Because of this ban there is no greater reason for the Catholic Church to fight 
Masonry and for Masonry to fight the Catholic Church than there is for Methodists to 
fight the Baptists and Baptists the Methodists. These religious bodies prefer to differ 
in belief and policy, and the rejection by one of the other’s religion is due to some pro- 
fessed principle. 

Let us assume that the ideals of Masonry are lofty, and that, carridd out, they 
must make its members honorable and good. Still, at best, Masonry is a human organiza- 
tion, and therefore, from the Christian viewpoint, may neither be offered nor accepted as 
a substitute for the divine organization. Do not thousands of Masons declare that they 
get sufficient religion in their lodge? Natural religions may be good enough for earth; 
only a supernatural religion can prepare the soul for Heaven. 

Masonry professes to stand for the public school, for tolerance, for separation of 
Church and State. This would not warrant an anti-Catholic attitude, because (1) Catho- 
lics are certainly not opposed to the public school; more than half of the Catholics in the 
United States patronize the public school; the rest simply want something they cannot 
get there. (2) Catholics were pioneers in the matter of religious toleration in this coun- 
try, and instead of persecuting they have been the object of persecution. Phey support 
no anti-Protestant nor anti-Masonic papers, and fight no organized body eXcept radical 
Socialism. (3) Until the close of the war there was the closest union of the Protestant 
Church and State in England, Germany, Russia; and in our own country today, while 
both Protestants and Masons have a pretty tight grip on the State, Catholics never dream 
of political ascendency. 

When the Church first explicitly condemned Masonry, it was Oriental or Latin 
Masonry, which denied the very existence of a Supreme Being, and this branch of Mas- 
onry is equally under the ban of the Scottish Rite and Blue Lodge Masonry of this coun- 
try. The Catholic Churen had plenty of experience with European Masonry, and like 
Belgium in the late war, she only defended herself against offensive warfare. Anti-Cleri- 
calism in France, Spain, Italy, Portugal was synonymous with Masonry in those coun- 
tries, and its avowed purpose was to destroy religion in general, “to blot out the stars 
of Heaven” as one of its champions, as late as twenty vears ago, declared.
